SPEED AND DANGER 


There is much discussion as to how large a factor in safety is the 


speed of an automobile. Most drivers admit that the abnormally slow 


. driver -may be the cause of as many accidents as can be charged against 
• the speeder. 


One big insurance company has launched an advertising cam- 


• paign in the interests of safety and warns particularly against fast driv- 
ing at night. It lists numerous causes of accidents and says that they 
had the common explanation that "people were outdriving their head- 
lights; they couldn't stop within range of their vision." 


This is an excellent point to emphasize. The drive fast on a broad, 


open road when light is good, is one thing; to drive fast through narrow 
city streets where there are lines of parked cars and where children 
may be playing, it quite a different thing. 


The Automobile Manufacturers Association has decided against ad- 


vertising the top speed of cars. That will have a good influence. The 
new cars have a safety element in their capacity for speed: It furnishes 
them reserve energy for emergencies. 


But when one is asked how fast his car will go, one's best answer 


is, "I don't know. It will go a lot faster than I shall ever drive it." 


WHY CHILDREN 


- ARE DESTRUCTIVE 


There has gone abroad a curious 


doctrine about destructiveness in 
children, particularly in pre-school 
children. 
Ethel Manning, for ex- 


ample, in "Common Sense and the 
Child", says, "The destructive im- 
pulse in the child, whether of its 
own or of another person's posses- 
sions, always has its roots in some 
psychological conflict; it i's never 
the thing in itself the child seeks to 
destroy, but some idea associated 
with it, or something for which that 
particular article stands — such as 
adult authority or 
interference." 


She would have been nearer 
the 


iruth, in my opinion, if she had used 
'sometimes" for "always", and "not 
always" for "never". 


Douglas Thorn comments on this 


matter more wisely, I believe, in 
'Everyday Problems of the Every- 
day Child", P. 184, though he seems 
not to give adequate place to habit; 
most psychiatrists don't, it seems to 
me. 
"Destructiveriess may be due 


to jealousy, anger or perhaps some 
vague, intangible mental conflict, 
deep-seuied and of long standing; or 
possibly to some new and rather 
trivial environmental situation in 
which the emotional reaction has 
been excessive." 


Look for Annoyances 


If you find your child of eight or 


six, or even four, noticeably' destruc- 
tive, do look for possible annoyances 
of the. child which you may have 
been a party to. Nevertheless, you 
can be pretty sure that when under 
emotional strain . this child seems 
deliberately to destroy his own or 
other persons' property, he is re- 
sorting to some earlier bad habits as 
an outlet; that somewhere along 
the line of His training he has failed 
to acquire desirable regard for prop- 
erty, has lacked training in being 
careful with it, has failed to acquire 
wholesome inhibitions. Whereas you 
need to be very cautious in the han- 
dling of the present case, you well 
know that you have ahead the task 
of cultivating in this child at mo- 
ments most favorable emotionally, 
wholesome attitudes, and habits in 
regard to property. 


Those of you who have younger 


children, just beginning to toddle, 
may well begin now to exercise great 
.bought and. effort in training these 
young children to handle property 
with care, and to learn that delib- 
erate destruction is accompanied 
with immediate satisfaction. 


You \are also going to strive to 


prevent unnecessary annoyance in 
your children. One way to do so 
is to establish a few essential in- 
hibitions' in the child which he

Edwin Booth was probably the 


greatest English speaking actor who 
ever 
faced 
a 
crowded theater. 


Booth's acting consisted not only in 
physical motions, but in speech. 
Those who listen to the mouthings 
of actors and actresses today and 
have to strain their ears to catch 
the words, if they were in Booth's 
audience, would never have to lose a 
single word that -Booth spoke, so 
clear was his enunciation. 


The most amazing part of Booth's 


productions was the fact that.-he 
never carried any stage scenery 
from place to place. 
He carried 


all the stage properties, swords, 
spears, shields, jewel boxes, thrones 
and all that sort of thing, but he 
never carried any scenery. Often 
times the stage scenery of the the- 
ater in which he was to appear was 
very limited, and I remember once 
seeing him in "The Merchant of 
Venice" with Modjeska, as Portia. In 
the scene in the play where Portia 
acts as judge regarding the fulfill- 
ment of the bond, demanded a sat 
showing a palatial interior. 
Not 


until towards the end of the scene 
did I realize that the back wall of 
the room was a forest, so intent was 
I in watching both Booth and Mod- 
jeska. That was the art of Booth 
and Modjeska. 
They 
stimulated 


the imagination of the audience so 
much that you could see a castle 
where there was no castle; a palace 
where there was no palace. 


A great many stories have been 


written alxmt Edwin Booth, most of 
which reflect upon the great and 
unique talents as an actor, but it is 
quite possible that his finest con- 
tribution to the theater was his un- 
remitting efforts to raise it to a 
more deserving position in 
the 


American scene. Both as actor and 
manager he was devoted to the 
highest principles of dramatic art. 
As a patron of the theater he was 
discerning and exacting. 


A clergyman once wrote to Booth 


and inquired if he could be ad- 
mitted by a side or rear door of the 
theater, and avoid the risk of be- 
ing seen by his parishioners. 


The great actor-manager replied: 
"There is no door in my theater 


through which God cannot see."

meet in regular session until Sep- 
tember 26 and Justice Kephart said 
he held little hope of getting the 
justices to meet in special session 
before then. 


In the meantime both the Dau- 


phin county grand jury investiga- 
tion of the state government and 
the legislative investigation were ap- 
parently suspended. 


Justice Kephart's stay, granted 


yesterday, effectively stopped the 
grand, jury probe until a final rul- 
ing could be madejoy the high court. 
The legislative investigation was 
halted when Justice Kephart refused 
to lift county Judge Paul N. Schaef- 
fer's orders impounding the grand 
jury evidenc™ and stopping District 
Attorney Carl B; Shelley and grand 
jury witnesses from testifying before 
the legislative coiKmittee. 
Conse- 


quently, the house committee mem- 
bers decided, it would be useless to 
continue their investigation at pres- 
ent. - 


Campaign Due 


The political campaign is due to 


get underway immediately after La- 
bor Day, with both Democrats and 
Republicans scheduled to open; their 
verbal barrages against each other 
then. 
And it seemed certain the 


question of legislature versus courts 
would be one of the major issues of 
the campaign. 


With both the grand jury and leg-

stopped until late September or 
early October the special session of

PHILADELPHIA—Young workers 


are given preference over older men 
today in mass production industries, 
a survey^ the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration shows. 


Statistics gathered 
Irom . radio 


manufacturing plants here reveals 
that the majority of workers do 
.routine, "assembly line" jobs, for 
yhich only a short training period 
is needed. Consequently, young, un- 
skilled men are hired, according to 
Corrington Gill, in charge of re- 
search, who added: 


"One fifth of the total labor force 


now in this industry had no prior 
gainful occupation. 
Even in in- 


stances in which the radio industry 
needed skilled workers, such as ma- 
chinists and cabinet-makers,, the 
younger men were employed. Cf 
those who changed their grade of 
skill, the majority either lowered it 
or transferred from a non-produc- 
tive cccupation, such as clerical or 
sales work, to a production occupa- 
tion."

Crops Aided By 


Rains In State 


Few Eastern Counties Suf- 


fered From Excessive 


Moisture Is Report 


{International News Service) 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 10,—Local 


showers throughout the state aided 
crops generally last week although 
some eastern counties suffered from 
excessive moisture, the TJ. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture reported 
today in its weekly synopsis of wea- 
ther and crop conditions in Penn- 
sylvania. 


"Excessive rains occurred in a few 


regions, chief of which is Erie 
county, where fields were washed, 
and 
where thunderstorm 
winds 


damaged crops and orchards," the 
report added. 
"Moderately high, 


temperatures were attended by high 
humidity and considerable fog. 


Crops Doiac Well 


"It was an unfavorable condition 


for haying, finishing of the oats 
harvest and for grain.. The warm, 
moist atmosphere was favorable for 
corn which is earing rapidly. 


"Most truck crops are doing well, 


but soroe rot is reported in toma- 
toes and early potatoes. Blight is 
increasing rapidly in the late pota- 
toes, and the outlook is not encour- 
aging. 


"The weather was favorable for 


the growth of all grasses, and pas- 
tures and meadows are good to ex- 
cellent. "The second alfalfa crop Is 
unusually heavy and is mostly cut 
in the southern counties. 


"Apples seem to range from about 


a fourth-crop to nearly a full crop, 
and for the state as a whole they 
promise a little better than half a 
crop. 'Peaches are poor to fair, and 
below average in nearly all parts 
of the state," the report concluded.

Once upon a time, a certain note 


chef was out of a job. In an effor 
-to earn a few dollars, he made a 
'ib'atch of his own special salad dress- 
•ing which hotel patrons had alway; 
liked, put it up in bottles, and wen 
from door to door selling it 
to 


housewives. It was a superior dress- 
ing, but housewives had never heard 
of it. 


The chef found it slow work and 


had a hard time selling enough 
salad dressing to make a living. So 
he put a little ad in the paper, an- 
nouncing that his tasty dressing 
•which had pleased the palates o: 
discriminating hotel diners could 
now be purchased in bottles at his 
home. Many came and bought. So 
he advertised more, and soon he was 
very busy putting up the dressing 


-and waiting on customers, and he 


had no time to sell from door to 
door. 
That was the beginning of a big 


business. The former hotel 
chef 


eventually became a national adver- 
tiser, using many forms of advertis- 
ing, and operated a large plant with 
scores of workers. His salad dress- 
ing was sold over the counters of 
stores in all parts of the country 
He maintained the quality of his 
product, and thousands of house- 
wives insisted on having his brand 
of dressing. 


This story illustrates how adver- 


tising has built many, many indivi- 
dual enterprises. In this case, the 
hotel chef not only made profitable 
employment for himself, but his ad- 
vertising resulted in making work 
for a large number of wage earn- 
ers and salesmen. The same thing 
has happened in nearly every line of 
business. And it is going on today 
in numerous little businesses and 
big businesses. 


Electric clocks were put on the 


market about in 1928, and in that 
year comparatively few were sold 
The big depression came on, but in 
spite of it, large advertising cam- 
paigns were launched 
and 
sales 


mounted steadily. In 1937, about 3,- 
000,000 electric clocks were sold, and 
now nearly half of all the homes 
supplied with electricity own one or 
more electric clocks. Jobs have been

Old Time Lugger 


To Be Dismantled

FALL RIVER, Mass.—The blow 


torch and the wrecker's hammer 
soon will reduce to scrap the Tusi- 
talia, 55-year-old full-rigged ship 
which the U: S. Maritime Commis- 
sion rejected recently for use as a 
training vessel for the American 
merchant marine. 


The Tusitalia for six years served 


as a landmark at a Hudson river 
anchorage where her masts towered 
above New York's Riverside drive. 


A monument to the era when sail 


was king, she was towed to the Fall 
River yards of the Marine Liquidat- 
ing company for dismantling.
